At the eastern end of Fuca Straits, 


edge of the water, and extending back 
over an undulating surface, is situated 
the city of Victoria. It was built in the 
palmy days of great mining excitement, 
and well built, in view of permanence. 
Its size would well answer for a popu- 
lation of five thousand; while we were 
told that once it could be properly call- 
ed a city of ten thousand — yet now, 
none, in reply to our inquiries, said it 
contained over two thousand people. 
Its perfect land-locked harbor, inclosed 
with rock-bound shores, ten or twelve 
feet high, is very beautiful; and the 
whole surroundings are very lovely and 
romantic. But as the whole of the 
British Pacific coast possessions do not. 
contain over ten thousand white inhab- 
itants, the business of the place is ne- 
cessarily quite limited, with not much- 
prospect of any increase for years to 
come. The subject of general interest 
before the people at the time of our 
visit, seemed to be that of confederating 
with the Dominion of Canada. From 
this measure, some expressed decided 
hope of an improvement in business. 
On inquiring the manner in which this 
could prove especially favorable, the 
answer was, that, as the first thing, they 
could reduce the expenses of Govern- 
ment, which are $500,000 a year. This 
equals one dollar a week to each man, 
woman and child. The estimate, how- 
ever, must be diminished, perhaps, a 
quarter, by the Indian population. 

We found their schools just com- 
mencing a vacation; yet we were in time 
to attend one of the examinations, that 


to all appearuuce, well conducted and 
thorough. The active churches are, one 
Presbyterian, one Protestant Method- 
ist, two Episcopal, and one or two Ro- 
man. [We prefer this word Roman, 
because it is a true appellation proper- 
ly theirs; but Catholic is neither the 
real nor legal name by which they are 
known. This name is the Apostclical 
Roman Catholic Church. Moreover, 
as the word catholic means universal, 

the very meaning of the word makes us 
utter a lie when we eall that Church 
catholic; for it is not, never was, and 
never will be catholic, or wniversal. 


Christians, at the most—exactly the 
same as the Waldensian, the Lutheran, 
the Presbyterian, and other Churches. 
Hence, we shall always speak of them 
by their true name — the Roman | 
Church. | 

The Presbyterian church, under their 
able pastor, Rev. Mr. Somerville, has 
seemed steadily to prosper, until, with 


aid from the fatherland of Scotland, it} 


has now finished off one of the very 
largest, finest brick churches on the 
coast—in size, about sixty-five by nine- 
ty feet, and in good proportionate 
height. The pastor, informed us that 
the average congregation was about two 
hundred and fifty. The Methodist av- 
erages. about the same number; the 
First Episcopal, perhaps three hun- 
dred; the Second Episcopal, one hun- 
dred and fifty; the Baptist, worship- 
ing in a public hall, seventy-five; and 
the two Roman cluansband: four hundred 
—making, in all, over fourteen hun- 
dred attending on the Sabbath, 
out of two thousand inhabitants; a very 
large proportion of church-going peo- 
ple. This certainly shows a good state 
of moral and social society in Victoria. 

On leaving Victoria, we stopped an 
hour at Port Townsend, on the west 
side of the Sound, the port of entry for 
all vessels entering American waters. 
It is a most delightfully situated town, 
of perhaps twenty families — the busi- 
ness portion onthe low ground, but a 
few feet above high water; while the. 
residences are on the bluff, perhaps 
eighty feet high, and commanding one 
of the finest views of land, and water, 
and distant mountain scenéry we ever 
beheld. 

Our next short stop was at Port Lud- 
low, perhaps twenty miles further south 
——a place of large and flourishing saw- 
mills. Its position’ is an admirable 
one, in accordance with the general de- 
scription of the whole region, given in| 


miles more, is Port Gamble, another 
large ray aig locality, with about fifteen 
families, generally without public wor- 
ship, but favored with a good Sabbath 
school, kept up by a good, worthy man, 
teaching mostly alone. :

How Common Window Glass is Made. 


BY J. T. TROWBRIDGE. 


‘¢ There is another process,” continued 
the gaffer, ‘‘ by which our common win- 
dow-glass is made. By the way, if ever 
you visit Pittsburg, in Pennsylvania, 
you must go into the window-glass fac- 
tories there; you will find them very 
curious. Their furnace, in the first 
place, is built in the ancient style: it 
has no chimney, and the smoke from 
the bituminous coal which they burn, 
pours out in a cloud into the room. 
There are openings in the roof for it to 
escape through, and a continual morn 
of air from the doors carries it upward, 
so that it is not so bad for the workmen 
as one would think. Besides, they do 
not begin to blow until the smoke is all 
burnt off. | 

‘¢There are five pots on each side of 
the furnace; and you will see five men 
in a row, blowing all at once, with the 
regularity of a file of soldiers exercising. 
Each gathers thirty or forty pounds of 
metal on his pipe, which is very long 
and strong. They stand on platforms, 
to get room to swing the glass as they 
blow it. The five men begin to blow 
and swing all together. Each blows a 
great globe of glass, which is stretched 
out gradually by the swinging motion 
into a cylinder, or roller, as it is called, 
five feet long. Then the five rollers are 
swung up towards the furnace-holes, 
and five other soldiers spring forward 
with their guns—which in this case are 
iron bars, that they set upright under 
the five blowing-pipes to support them 
while the rollers are being re-heated in 
the necks of the pots. The blowers 
biow in the necks of the pipes with all 
their might, then clap their thumbs 
over the holes to prevent the air from 
rushing out again; in the meanwhile 
the end of the roller is softened, so that 
at last the air, forced in and expanded 
by the heat, bursts it outwards. The 
glass is then acylinder, open at one 
end. It is whirled in the heat until the 
edges become true, then brought away 
—the five.iron supports dropping to the 
ground with a simultaneous clang. The 
cylinders are laid on tables, where the 
imperfect spherical end about the blow- 
ing-pipe is cracked off from the rest by 
a strip of melted glass drawn around it. 
The cylinder is then cracked from end 
to end on one side by means of a red- 
hot iron passed through it. 

‘*TIn an adjoining building is what is 
called the flattening oven. The cylin- 
ders brought there are lifted on the end 
of a lever, passed in through a circular 
opening Pe large enough to admit 
them, and laid on flattening stones on 
the oven-bottom, with the crack upper- 
most. The oven-bottom is circular, 
and it revolves horizontally. As the 
glass softens, it separates at the crack, 
and lays itself down gently and gradu- 
ally on the stone. The long cylinder is 
then a flat sheet, three feet wide and 
nearly five feet in length. There are 
four openings around the sides of the 
oven; at one the glass is put in, through 
another a workman sweeps the stone 
for it, athird workman smooths it down 
with a block as it comes round to him, 
and a fourth, at the last opening,which 
is close to the one at which it was put. 
in, lifts the sheet—partly cooled by this 
time—upon a carriage in the oven. This 
he does by means of a lever furnished 
with sharp, broad blades at the end, 
which he works in under the glass. 
When the carriage is full, it is run 
through an annealing oven beyond. 

‘The opposite end of the annealing 
oven opens into the cutting-room.
